Little Honored as “Coach of the Year 55 

Head Coach Doug Little was selected as the "College Coach of the Year" by 
the Mid-Atlantic Professional Baseball Scouts Association (MAPBSA). 

Little was honored during an awards ceremony held at the Baltimore Marriott 
Inner Harbor at Camden Yards in Baltimore, MD on Friday, December 2, 2005. 
Orioles Manager Sam Perlozzo was the main speaker for the ceremony. 

According to Ty Brown, president of MAPBSA, coaches are nominated and 
then ballots are sent out to approximately 150 members for voting, which include 
primarily professional baseball scouts and executives.
